WASHINGTON (I PI - Fleet ad­ 
miral William I). Leahy, wartime 
chief of staff to President Roose­ 
velt, died here today. He was 84. 
Death came at 8:45 a m. e.d.t. 
at the Navy Medical Center in 
nearby Bethesda, Md., the Navy 
reported. 
A cerebral 
vascular accident 
was listed as the cause of death. 
With him was his son, Rear Adm. 
William H Leahy, commander of 
the Norfolk navy 
ship yard at 
; Portsmouth, Va. 
Leahy’s career epitomized t h e 
Navy tradition: “ I have just be­ 
gun to fight,” 
When he retired from the Navy 
, in 1939 after 48 years of service, 
i he was not through serving hts 
country. For just ahead of him 
was perhaps the most challenging 
role of his life — one in which 
he was to help shape, without fan­ 
fare or heroics, the destiny of the 
nation in its darkest days. 
This was his post - retirement 
role as statesman - diplomat and 
personal chief of staff to Presi­ 
dents Roosevelt and Truman, 
It was Leahy who — oo*h before 
and after his retirement from the 
Navy— helped fashion the founda­ 
tion for victory in World War ii 
and for the peace ’hat followed 
Leahy was the man who, as 
chief of naval operations from 
1937 to 1939, sold Congress on the 
idea of building a tug navy, His 
salesmanship may have saved the 
nation from going under after the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor.
